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A RETURN of all the Offices held in Ireland by Thomas Haffield, Clerk in the Office 
of the Auditor of the Exchequer ; stating the Amount of Salaries and Allowances 
for each Office, and of the whole. 

Thomas Haffield holds no other Office in Ireland, or elsewhere, but that of Clerk in the 
Office of the Auditor of the Exchequer, (where he has served Thirty-five years.) His Salary is 
Four Hundred Pounds per annum, with an Allowance of Fifty Pounds per annum from the 
Auditor General, and Two Hundred Pounds annually voted by Parliament for preparing such 
parts of the Finance Accounts as are required from the Office of the Auditor of the Exchequer, 
making the whole Amount of his Income, Six Hundred and Fifty Pounds per annum.
